Holders  of  the  Standard  for  Rigid  Steel  Conduit 


Subject:  Length  of  Straight  Conduit. 

There  were  no  adverse  comments  in  connection  with 
the  Laboratories'  bulletin  of  April  22  on  this  subject,  in 
which  some  slight  changes  in  the  lengths  of  straight  conduit 
(paragraph  42  of  the  Standard)  were  proposed. 

There  were  a  few  suggestions  that  it  would  be 
appropriate  to  omit  the  4-1/2  inch  trade  size,  which  is 
quite  rarely  manufactured.   It  is  found,  however,  that  this 
size  continues  to  be  mentioned  in  several  places  in  the 
National  Electrical  Code  --  it  is  shown  in  Section  3470  and 
also  in  Tables  4,  5,  and  12  in  Chapter  10  --  and,  since  this 
trade  size  is  still  permitted,  it  would  seem  advisable  to 
retain  the  length  and  weight  values  for  it  in  the  Standard, 
so  that  the  Laboratories'  inspectors  may  have  a  complete 
basis  for  judging  it,  if  it  is  submitted  by  any  manufacturer 
for  labeling.

Accompanying  this  letter  is  a  copy  of  the  new 
May,  1952  edition  of  the  Laboratories'  Standard  for  Busways 
and  Associated  Fittings.   This  is  the  Third  edition  and 
supersedes  the  edition  of  November,  1950. 

The  new  edition  of  the  Standard  has  been  prepared  as 
a  result  of  careful  study  of  the  subject  by  the  Laboratories' 
staff;  it  has  been  reviewed  by  and  discussed  with  the  manu- 
facturers of  labeled  busways  and  associated  fittings,  and 
with  others  known  to  have  an  interest  in  the  requirements;- 
and  it  has  been  approved  by  the  Laboratories'  Electrical 
Council. 

With  a  few  very  minor  exceptions,  the  changes  in 
and  additions  to  the  Standard  are  those  which  were  agreed 
upon  at  an  industry  meeting  on  busways  at  the  Laboratories  » 
New  York  office  on  November  30,  1951.  The  items  in  question 
were  included  in  the  Laboratories'  bulletin  letter  of  January 
31,  1952. 

The  provisions  of  paragraphs  18-19  have  been  in  effect 
since  January  31  of  this  year,  in  accordance  with  the  bulletin 
of  that  date.

Accompanying  this  bulletin  is  a  copy  of  the  Febru- 
ary, 1957  edition  of  the  Laboratories'  Standard  for  Electri- 
cally-Illuminated Frames.   This  is  the  f^st  edition,  since 
there  have  previously  been  no  published  requirements  ^  this 
classification.   The  new  edition  becomes  effective  lunediately. 

The  new  Standard  has  been  prepared  as  the  result  of 
careful  study  of  the  subject  by  the  Laboratories'  staff;  it 
has  been  reviewed  by  and  discussed  with  the  manufacturers  ol 
listed  electrically  illuminated  frames  and  with  others  known 
to  have  an  interest  in  the  requirements  which  this  Standard 
contains;  and  it  has  been  approved  by  the  Laboratories'  elec- 
trical Council,  which  is  comprised  largely  of  inspection 
authorities  throughout  the  United  States. 

This  Standard  consists  of  the  preliminary  draft 
which  was  bulletined  out  for  review  on  November  21,  19X>i  with 
a  slight  change  in  paragraph  123  to  indicate  that  the  r •qui™* 
marking  is  to  be  in  the  form  of  painted,  stenciled,  die-stamped, 
or  indelibly- stamped  lettering  at  least  1/S  inch  high. 
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
